schools in the Northwest. 


Ir does not appear to be definitely settled 
that it is the policy of the Manitoba govern- 
ment todo away with the separate school 
system for Roman Catholics which prevaiis 
in that province, Jas. A. Smart of Brandon, 
@ member of the provincial government, 
speaking recently at Souris City declared it 
to be the intention to place theschool system 
of the province under a department of the 
anc gange 80 as to bring its workings more 

irectly under popular control than at pre- 
sent when it is managed by an irresponsible 
board of education. He insisted that the 
Roman Catholic schools should be placed on 
an equal footing in all things with the 
Protestant schools but declined to commit 
himself against the principle of separate 
schools for Roman Catholics, 


THE one feature of the proposed reorgani- 
zation of the schvol system of Manitoba to 
which quite general objection is made is the 
abolition of the board of education and the 
substitution therefor the management of 
educational affairs by a responsible minister. 
The proposed scheme follows the example of 
Ontario, and because it dovs the objections 
to it are made. The evils resulting in On- 
tario from the bringing of the question of 
education into active politics are pointed at 
with horror. Those who make these objec- 
tions should state exactly what are the 
evils complained of and feared. Is not 
public school education in the province of 
Ontario ona better footing and kept at a 
higher standard than in any other country 
in the world? That is, do not children 
attending the schools under departmental 
control in Ontario receive a better education 
at less expense than anywhere else in the 
known world? If 80 where is the evil of the 
system? And if it is not 80, how would the 
matter be bettered by placing the system of 
education under the control of an irresponsi- 
ble board. That the school system of On- 
tario is the ppc of general and continued 
discussion is all the better for it. Abuses of 
any kind stand a far poorer chance of holding 
their place when subjected to the white heat 
of political debate than they would if kept 
out of sight by a board whose irresponsible 
control is the greatest abuse of all—protect» 
from the public secrutiny by ao board 
fence, so to speak.

as Edmonton. On learning that we have a 
vast country here, a fertile country, and the 
oply district that has had complete immuni- 
ty from frosts this year they expressed their 
regret that they had not been truthfully in- 
formed about this district. As it was they 
could not return, but intended sending out a 
representative next year, and should he 
report favorably they promised a large 
exodus from the once favored State of Ken- 
tucky. The above is not an isolated case. 
When returning west, I met hundreds 
returning home east cursing  every- 
thing and everybody, and why? Simply 
because they had been collared by agents of 
districts who had nothing to show them but 
the bare, dry prairies. Could these men 
have had an opportunity of seeing the rich 
fertile country which commences 75 or 80 
miles north of Calgary and continues for a 
hundred and fifty wiles, I am certain not 
one would have returned. It is my humble 
opinion that if this district is ever to be 
settied we must be independent of the rail- 
way land agents, who are paid for bolstering 
up the company’s lands, and who are silent 
as the grave respecting districts not altogeth- 
er controlled by them. What this district 
requires isa few thuroughly reliable agents 
in the east; men who are ready and willin 
to work, who will forin colonist parties an 
stay with them till they arrive here. Of 
course railway communication would greatly 
help matters, but I fear that is a long way in 
the future, unless we can give @ company 
some inducemeut. Fora railway is like any 
other commercial institution, unless you 
can guarantee a certain amount of trade 
they will not commence business. 

I -visited some of the richest districts in 
Ontario—not only the richest but the most 
intellectual as well--and I must say I was 
surprised at finding the people as a whole 
unacquainted with the nature, resources and 
climate of this their vast inheritance in the 
Northwest. In Manitoba I u.et a number of 
the most successful farmers, who were anxi- 
ous for information about thiscountry, which 
when they got they would not credit. I told 
them that 115 bushels of oats per acre had 
been grown in this district. This they said 
was impossible for they one and all had 
grown the heaviest crop of oats ever grown 
and they never had more than 80 bushels to 
the acre. When farmers who reside in the 
garden of Manitoba receive what you and I 
know to be a truthful statement with 
incredulity, how must it seem to the farmers 
of Ontario, It vexed me to talk with some 
of the farmers around Portage la Prairie. 
They cannot conceive of any people growing 
the crops they do, aud when you venture 
to remark that you have seen better crops in 
Northern Alberta than you ever saw in 
Manitoba though you lived in the best part 
of that province for eight years they simply 
stick their tongue in their cheek or in ane 
words say: “You are blowing,” This diffi- 
culty Lalso met in the east when I told 

ople what I had actually seen, what I 

new to bea fact. They fust simply did not 
credit it because they had never seen any- 
thing like it. I held a meeting in a large 
school house in the township of Beverly. 
This meeting was very deg attended by 
farmers of the district. They like all others 
in the East imagined that Edmonton district 
was atthe base of the north pole. WhatlI 
told them respecting this country (and I told 
them nothing but whatI knew to be true) | 
seemed to them incredible. The farmers in 
that district as well as others expressed their 
Intention of eending a couple of representa- 
tives to this district this fall. Ihave done 
all I expected to do, that is, to create a live- 
ly interest in the minds of the Eastern 
Per ge respecting this district, and Iam 
confident that railway or no railway we 
siall have a large increase in our population 
during the next few veaas. I expect a num-

In conclusion I will repeat 
olteedy said: That if this country is to be 
speedily settled it must be done through the 
meaus of agents in the east; and I think that 
our local house of assembly shuuld take the 
matter up atonce, thatis if it lies within 
their jurisdiction. If it does not at present, 
let the members of that assembly see that it 
does before the close of their next session.

A LETTER from Lewis and Clarke county, 
Montana, dated August 8th says: We have 
had a fearful summer. No rain for more 
than three months past and there is not a 
ton of hay in ten miles square. The grass is 
all burned brown, all small lakes are dry, 
aud the streams have barely enough water 
in them to cover their beds. Hay (last year’s 
cut) is worth $20 to $40 per ton here at pre- 
sent. Cattle are selling in the Bitter Root 
Valley (on the west side of the range) for 
$10 per cow, with calves thrown in. At 
Miles City, cows with calves are worth $12, 
The cattle have to be sold, as there is nota 
particle of fodder and it is either sell or 
starve. We havenot had any sunshine for 
the past three weeks, owing to the smoke 
from fires in the mountains. The whole 
country ison fire trom the pan handle of 
Idaho onthe west to the Missouri on the 
east ard as far south as Colorado. We are 
only One and abhalf miles from the moun- 
tains, and we have not seen them for nearly 
amonth. Everyone is complaning of sore 
eyes and troubled breathing. It is grand 
weather for observing eclipses of the sun; 
the moon seems to be ina chronic state of 
total eclipse. The halt breeds are all start. 
ing out for pastures new as picking is now 
short and the prospects for a winter's grub 
stake around this camp are becoming beauti- 
fully transparent. Thirty thousand cords 
of wood were burned in the mountains near 
Butte last week. 


Tue gopher questionis agitating the minds 
of the farmers throughout the prairie see- 
tions of Manitoba and the Territories more 
seriously than the Jesuit question is the 
minds of the people of Ontario.

A good cat will Kill gophers 
first for food and afterwards for amusement, 
willhunt them any place within a mile or 
two from the house, will keep hunting and 
killing them allthe time atl will tend to 
frighten away those that are not killed as no 
other of the proposed remedies will, Cats 
are cheap ona easy blo get and keep, they 
Will duiuoply nearly as fast as the gophers, 
and can easily be got rid of when their 
services are no longer required, Above ali 
they could on their work effectively without 
the slightest damage to the gro ving crop,
